year's business, more than 3100 
miles are paved to a system to-^ 
taling 6,010 miles.

ful expansion year to Indiana 
state highway history, Director 
Brown said, notable for the 
number of miles paved, bridges 
completed and sustained main- 
tenance of the entire system. 
Likewise all paving projects were 
completed six to eight weeks 
earlier than customary.

Three divisions of the T. H. I. & E. traction line 


have been granted authority by the Public Serv- 
ice commission to suspend operation on October 
31, and after that date 166 miles of electric rail- 
ways in Indiana will be abandoned. 


Two hundred family heads will be thrown 


without work after that date, according to the 
survey, and most of these wage earners reside in 
-county seat cities. 


The importance of this action has a direct 


bearing upon Rushville. Connersville, Greens- 
burg, ShelbyviUe and all towns served by the In- 
dianapolis and Southeastern Indiana lines—the 
local electric railway that is now fighting to 
keep in existence. 


For some time the local electric line has been 


operating monthly at a loss. Passenger business 
for September showed a loss of $10,000 over the 
same period last year. No concern can be justi- 
fied in continuing to operate when a financial 
loss faces them each month. , 


In Rushville there are 76 families dependent 


upon .the traction line for their livelihood. In 
Shelbyville there are 27 families, and other cities 
and towns have numbers in proportion. The 
traction line in every county through which it 
passes, pays an enormous share of taxes—an 
item that affects everyone. 


The people must support the electric line or 


the time is not far distant, when this section of 
the state will experience the same crisis which is 
now facing Lafayette, Crawfordsville, Danville, 
Lebanon, Martinsville and intermediate points. 


Shippers can do their part by specifying ship- 


ments to be carried over the electric line; the 
general public can co-operate by riding the in- 
terurbans instead of driving machines too fre- 
quenl ly. 


The public can have no kick coming when 


such a petition is filed for abandonment of the 
local lines, unless they co-operate. When the 
Commission heard the case to abandon the line 
between Indianapolis and Martinsville, the ac- 
tion, of course, was protested by Martinsville. 


That city sent a representative group to the_ 


hearing in Indianapolis to offer protest. During 
the hearing, the commissioners asked the Mar- 
tinsville group: "How many of you men came to 
Indianapolis today on the interurban?" Of the 
20 only 4 raised their hand, and it is needless to 
say that this was poor testimony to be offered in 
asking the traction line to continue to serve their 
community.

the'final decision of the tariff. Sometime in '34 
there might be a new tariff bill—always provided 
the Democrats could maintain control; an pbvipus 
absurdity.
